of beans, pointing out tha t intend­ 
ed increases ov er acreag e ha rv est­ 
ed in 19 28 would result in a crop 
about 2,000,000 bushels in ex cess 
of probable domestic consumption.

Sta­ 
tistics sh ow th at th e average attendance is 13 Sun­ 
days a year for each enlisted man.

average, especially wh en we recall th at th ese are all 
young men. 
At a Good Friday service in one of 
our American cities, h eld under th e auspices of all 
th e Protestant ch urch es, th e ch urch building wa* 
well filled, and th e auditorium was large. 
But th e 
extraordinary fact was th at th e congregation was 
made up almost entirely of elderly people. 
Th ere 
was scarcely a single young man and young woman 
around 
th e twenties in th at large congregation, as 
th e writer observed. 
Th is is typical in th e average 
ch urch congregation. 
Th e explanation for th e larger attendance of en­ 
listed army men, according to th e United States Army 
Recruiting News, is th e army ch aplain. 
"Th ere is 
someth ing about th e make-up of an army ch aplain,” 
says th is paper, “th at inspires infinite faith and re­ 
spect for h im in th e rank and file of our army. 
As 
soldiers h ave expressed it, ‘He speaks our language. 
He knows our language. 
He is one of us.’ " 
Th ere may be oth er reasons, but surely h ere is a 
situation worth th inking about. 
We wonder if th ere 
is not a greater reality under such circumstances 
th an wh ere a more conventional group are accus­ 
tomed to meet.

w ould solve all inte rna tiona l disputes. 
W h e n a c a pita is t becom es a n e g otist h e falls to g et along 
w ith h is labor. 
E g otism in th e la b ore r m akes h im an a na rc h ist 
or an ass. 
If capitalists 
and lab ore rs 
could 
g a th e r around 
a com m on 
council ta b le and 
lock out M r. E g otism th ey could all se ttle th e ir 
differences in s h r t order. 
J u s t as m odern surg ery ow es m ost of its excelence and prog ­ 
re ss to th e elim ination of dirt, so m odern plitical ecnom y w ill 
g et m re and m ore th e rig h t ti’ack a s it e lim inates egotism . 
E g otism is th e reason w h y a pre a c h e r is unpopular and

sch ool te a c h e r is unsuccessful, also w h y 
a b usine ss m an is uni­ 
ve rsa lly disliked.

I h appen to b e pre side nt 
of

tive dii-ection, m ay not teach re lig ­ 
ion in th e sense of th e prom otion of 
a ny creed. 
T h is is, I th ink, a w ise provision. 
A s ta te unive rsity sh ould not be th e 
pa rtis a n of a ny pa rtic u la r creed. 
Y oung m en a nd young w om en of 
all creeds a nd of no creed m ust be 
fre e to m eet and 
m ing le 
in 
its 
h alls. 
S upporte d b y all, It m ust be th e 
se i'va nt of all. 
A nd yet, despite its ob lig ation to 
ob serve a sc rupulous fa irne s s 
in 
th e m idst of an unh a ppily larg e a r ­ 
ra y of se c ts a nd 
se pa ra tis m s, 
a 
s ta te unive rsity th a t m akes no e f­ 
fort to stim ula te in its sons 
and 
da ug h te rs a se nsitive ne ss 
to 
th e 
spiritua l issues of e xiste nc e 
b e ­ 
com es a da ng e r inste a d of a de ­ 
fence to th e sta te . 
T h is ye a r a t 
th e 
unive rsity 
I 
serve w e unde rtook th e follow ing 
inte re sting and, 
d s it proved, pro­ 
fita b le pxocedure. 
T h re e 
s tu de nt-fa c u lty 
convoc a ­ 
tions w ere called in w h ich w e faced 
th e issue s of life a nd de s tiny w ith 
disting uish e d 
spoke sm en 
of 
th e 
R om an C a th olic 
com m union, 
th e 
Je w ish com m union, a nd th e P r o­ 
te s ta nt com m union. 


W e did not a pproa c h th is triple 
conside ra tion of relig ion a s a n a r ­ 
tific ia l device to pre se rve a n im ­ 
posed im pa rtia lity. 
In th e se convocations m e t not th e 
forces of c om peting creeds, b u t th e 
force s of s piritua l a spira tion. 
E ve ry e f foit w as m a de to su g ­ 
g e st th a t w e w ere not em b arking 
upon a b a rg a in h unting tour am ong 
com peting th eology. 
W e w ere th ere, w e said, to reckon 
w ith th e fa c t th a t life is m ore th a n 
m e a t a nd th e body m ore th a n r a i ­ 
m ent. 
W e w ere th e re to face th e c h a l­ 
leng e of relig ion w ith a s open m inds 
a s w e pre sum a b ly b ring to 
th e 
ch alleng e of science. 
In m e e ting th is ch alleng e w e c a ll­ 
ed to our side m en w h o h a d m et 
th is c h alleng e in va rious w ays, a s k ­ 
ing th em to spe ak 
th e ir 
deepest 
convictions, w h e th e r th e y a ffirm ­ 
ed or a nnih ila te d our ow n pre c on­ 
ceptions. 
I f th ose w h o speak a nd th ose w h o 
liste n face th e ir re spe c tive re spons i­ 
b ilitie s fre e alike from th e sins of 
flippa nc y a nd of fa na tic ism , bow 
ing ne ith e r to b lind cynicism nor to 
b lind c re dulity, no m ore sig nifc a nt 
e nte rpris e can a ris e upon a unive r­ 
sity c a m pus th a n th e com ing 
to­ 
g e th e r of s tude nts and fa c ulty h um ­ 
bly a nd h one stly to 
c onsider 
th e 
ab iding issue s of life and destiny.
